THE REGULAR JULY MEETING of the California Academy of Sciences will be 
held in the Assembly Room (third floor) of the San Francisco Public Library 
on Thursday evening, July 5, 1945, at 7:30 o'clock. The speaker will be Dr. 
Ira L. Wiggins, Professor of Botany at Stanford University, who will take 
as his subject: 

; Customs AND CostTUuMES OF ECUADOR 

Professor Wiggins spent the period from May to December, 1944, in 
Ecuador, under the auspices of the United States Foreign Economic Admin- 
istration. His mission was to seek in the Ecuadorian jungles new stands of 
Cinchona trees, or of related species which might serve as additional sources 
of much-needed quinine. During his stay in Ecuador Dr. Wiggins had 
abundant opportunity to observe and photograph people and places in this 
colorful land that lies athwart the earth’s equator. His lecture will be illus- 
trated with lantern slides in Kodachrome.
